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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to tine amendment filed July 19, 2008 in which 
claim 11 was amended. The allowability of the claims is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered prior art. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 4, 5 and 9-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Lipper 3,606,609. 

3. Lipper teaches a burner for a chafing dish which is adaptable for use with ether 
liquid fuel or solid fuel (see abstract). The solid fuel may be Sterno (gelled fuel) (see 
col. 1 , lines 16-24). The fuel receptacle 20 is adapted to hold liquid alcohol, and 
comprises a can 22 open only at the upper end. Can 22 is shaped to fit snugly in the 
base receptacle 10. Can 22 is filled with a wick material 24 which is covered by the 
metal mesh 26. A rounded, inwardly extending lip 28 holds both the mesh 26 and the 
wick material 24 in place. The can 22 is hingedly fitted with a substantially semicircular 
handle 30 to facilitate emplacement in and removal from base receptacle 10. When the 
fuel receptacle 20 is placed in the base receptacle 10, handle 30 may be swung down 
to nestle in the space afforded by the annular portion 14 and the faired portion 16. 
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When the user desires to employ Sterno as a fuel, he simply replaces the fuel 
receptacle 20 with a suitably sized Sterno can. Lipper teaches the limitations of the 
claims other than the differences that are discussed below. 

Lipper fails to teach that the can is rectangular having the claimed limitations that 
apply to the rectangular noncombustible housing. However, in In re Dailey, 149 USPQ 
47 (CCPA 1966), the court held that the configuration of the claimed container was a 
matter of choice which a person of ordinary skill in the art would have found obvious 
absent persuasive evidence that the particular configuration of the claimed container 
was significant. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to replace the liquid 
fuel with a solid fuel because Lipper teaches that the fuels are interchangeable(see 
abstract).
